In perasing Sir Thomas Wade's report 
on the negociations connected with the 
‘Yiinuan outrage, we are strack by the 
reference made to certain correspond- 
ence between Li Chen-kwo (known 
more familiarly as Li Sieh-tai) and the 
Notables of Momein, regarding an in- 
vitation to the former to “take com- 
mand of their train-bands for the pro- 
tection of their homes against fore 
eigners ;” and the question suggests 
itself, why are these letters not pub- 
lishediu the pages of the Blue Book? Of 
course it was impossible to print every 
document connected with the investi- 
gation, that came into the possession 
of the British Legation ; but notice is 
directed to these letters as deserving 
special attention ; and they are, in fact, 
if we are not mistaken, the most 
material evidence against the Chinese 
Government which was disclosed dar. 
ing the enquiry. A great mass of 
documents having in many cases very 
little importance or interest, are printed 
in the Blue Book. Why should this 
important correspondence be chosen for 
suppression? Has the conduct of the 
Chinese Government been so straight- 
forward and conscientious as to deserve 
this tenderness for their feelings ? 
jor is the English Government afraid 
| that it would be difficult, in face of 
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such evidence, to justify the terms 
of the settlement arrived nt ?—We 
urged at the time, as a reason for 
. inferring the complicity of the Govern- 
mont, that the collection of soldiers 
and their direction against Colonel 
Browne's party without the knowledge 
ofthe Yiinnan officials, was simply 
impossible in a country so mandarin- 
ridden. Neither would the notables 
shave dared to act without the concur- 
rence of their magistrate, nor would 
the latter have dared to acquiesce in a 
atep of such moment witliont being 
assured of the approval of his superiors. 
Still less would the whole thing pass 
without comment in a country where 
the flogging of a thief forms the sub- 
jeot of duplicate and triplicate reports. 
The difficulty was, however, to get at 
evidence to sustain this conviction ; 
and that evidence seems to be supplied 
in the correspondence between Li 
Chen-kwo and the Momein Notables, 
which we find so strangely suppressed. 
If we have not the documents them- 
selves, however, wo havo in Sir Thomas 
Wade's comments « tolerably clear 
indication of their contents. They 
refer to an invitation which had been 
extended by the Notables to Li, to take 
command of the train-bands of Momein, 
and to move the Shan tribes to unite 
with the Momeinese in keeping out 
the English, ‘They (the Notables) 
had learned that “the British Govern- 
ment is dispatching three Commis- 
- siouers from Burmah into Yiianan, and 
thet Mr. Margary had been sent from 
Peking to meet them. Orders had 
been received from the authorities that 
he, Mr. Margary, was to be safely 
escorted on his way. But foreign 
intercourse was objectionable, as bring- 
ing with it aunexation of territory, 
establishment of religious missions, and 
trade. The people of Momein, who 
had fought the rebels for near twenty 
years, would now fartlier prove their 
loyality. by excluding the fureiguer. 
‘Mr. Margery should be sent out of the 
country in safety, but, when he re- 
turned, according to the precedent 
supplied by other provinces, mobs 
should assemble and hem him in 
tumultuously, He should be exhorted 
with righteous argumeut, but intimi- 
dated by hints of danger; aud his 
artfal invocation of assistance at the 
hands of the authorities thus prevented.” 
Now Wa, the sub-profect of Momein, 
mentions, in his depositiou, the receipt 
on the 21st December of a despatch 
of instructions from the Provincial 
Government, upon the subject of Mr.

‘Wade points out the remarkable fact 





that these open with the preciss words 
with which the Notables commence 
their letter to. Li Chen-kwo; so the 
inference at once suggests itself to any 
one conversant with Chinese corres- 
pondence and procedure, that the 
Notables were simply quoting to Li the 
language of instructions on which thoy 
were themselves acting. It is im- 
possible, of course, to estimate the fall 
value of the letters without having 
them before us. But it is at least 
clear that they dispose altogether of 
the Sub-prefect’s plea of ignorance. 
To quote Sir Thomas Wade's own 
words, “It is inconceivable that in a 
centre of Chinese jurisdiction, such as 
Momein, action such as these letters 
show to have been taken between the 
8rd and 13th January could even have 
been‘ projected without the knowledge 
of the Chief Magistrate. As little 
probable is it that, after being advised 
by his superior, the Acting Governor- 
General, of Mr. Margary’s mission, he 
wonld have ventured, without orders, 
to shut his eyes, if no more, to a great 
volunteer movement, the object of which 
was to prevent the entry of the party 
Mr. Margary was conduoting into 
Yiinnan.” It is clear that, whatever 
may be their exact purport, the letters 
prove that the excitement, genuine or 
counterfeit, which they record, came 
of official inspiration. 











Summary of Hews. 





‘The French mail of the 5th October 
arrived yesterday, by the M.M. str. Peiko. 

‘A mail leaves to-morrow for Europe, by 
the MLM, str, Anadyr. 

‘The American mail of the 13th October 
arrived Saturday, by the M.B. str. Saikio 
‘Maru; and that of the 20th, yesterday, 
by the Nagoya Maru. 

Telegrams received Sunday, say war 
between Servi and ‘Turkey is imminent, 
The capture of Asizie (before Erzeroum) 
by the Russians, and their subsequent 
repulse, is also mentioned; but whether 
this is the same action which was wired a 
few days ago, of a second one at the same 
spot, is not clear. 

‘Telegrams were received Tuesday, an- 
nouneing the fall of Kars on the evening 
of the 18th instant, at the close of an 
assault commenced on the previous evening. 
‘The Russians took 7,000 prisoners.—But in 
Europe the Turks have successfully 
repulsed an attack on Orchanie, a placo 
about 70 miles to the South-west of Plevna, 
which they have been fortifying for some 
time as a point of support for Osman Pasha, 
and upon which he might retreat in ease he 
be driven from Plevna.—Ahmed Mukhtar 
Pasha has been reinforced at Erzeroum.— 
The Turks had three times attacked the 
position of General Skobeleff at Plevna, 
and been repulsed with heavy loss. 

The French Ministry has resigned and 
their resignation has been accepted. 


We are really indebted to the Viceroy 
Shén Pao-chén, for bringing the question 





of road extension to a head. Hope de. 
ferred maketh the heart sick, and we have 
been getting very sick of the continually 
deferred prospect of getting the Markham 
and Cemetery roads extended. Well! the 
Viceroy has at length cut the matter 
short. The treaty, he says, stipulates 
that foreigners imay acquire land for 
houses, churches, cemeteries, é&c., but 
says nothing about roads; and they’ have 
quite enough roads for pleasure already, at 
Shanghai.—Bravo! There is nothing like 
consistency ; and no man ever showed 
greater consistency in his dislike to ronds, 
than the great Viceroy Shén Pao-chén, 

‘The annual general mesting of members 
of the Shanghai Gymnasium was held Mon- 
day; and, judging from the interest taken 
in the proceedings and also in. the position 
of the institution generally, it would seem 
that somewhat of its former prostigo is ro- 
turning to it. At one or two of the later 
annual meetings, it was found difficult to 
get even a quorum present until after ono 
‘or more postponements ; and one year there 
was no meeting at all, for a similar reason, 
Monday evening, the date appointed for the 
present meeting, there were upwards of 
twenty members, out of a total of 78, in 
attendance. Since the Ist October, fifteon 
new members were stated to have joined, 
bringing up the number to that above- 
mentioned. The accounts too, were satis- 
factory, notwithstanding a considerable 
increase in tho year’s expenditure in pro- 
viding fittings for lighting the building 
with gas, in painting, whitewashing, 0. 
‘These are very perceptible improvements— 
the former gloomy, vault-like appearance of 
the interior having been thereby made to 
give place to cheerfulness and light, and 
therefore to attractiveness. After paying 
for all this, there still remains a balance at 
the bankers of Tis, 500.11.—Some business- 
like resolutions were passed, and altogether 
the meeting was a successful one, 

In view of the continued reports of dis- 
tress in the Northern provinces, a Com- 
mittee has been formed, with the approval 
of the Municipal Council, to undertake the 
collection of contributions for transmission 
to the distressed districts. It is composed 
of Messrs. Glover (Chairman) Lemarchand 
(Hon, Treas.), Muirhead (Hon. Secy.), 
Bell, Forbes, Gubbay, Hennequin, Johnson, 
Wetmore, Wood, Dr. Johnston, Rev. Dr. 
Nelson, and Very Rey. Dean Butcher.—

Despite very unfavourable weather -on 
Saturday night, the attendance at the open- 
ing Fortnightly Entertainment at the Tem- 
perance Hall was numerous, nearly 100 
persons being present. ‘The chair was oc- 
cupied by the Rev. W. Muirhead, Vice- 
President of the Temperance Society ; and 
avaried and interesting programme, em- 
bracing songs and readings, and an address 
by the Rev. Dr. Nelson, helped to pass 
away a pleisant evening. 

Saturday seemed to be a very propitious 
day, according to the Chinese astrologers, 
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‘faa ‘and giving in marriage. No 
fower than five wedding processions—two 
‘6f tein’ of véiy ‘ornate character—passed 
‘thiotigh the streets of the Settlement at 
intervals during the day; and in the 
surrounding villages weddings of humbler 
pietetisions were also numerous. 

Baily on Saturday morning, a géneral 
parade of the Chinese troops in camp was 
had. ‘The foroign-armed and drilled con- 
tingent fired several volleys in excellent 
time, though the intervals were somewhat 
prolonged. The precision with which the 
volleys wore fired, aided by @ southerly 
‘Wind, caused the reports to be heard very 
istinctly in the: Settlement, and many 
pérsons thought they had heard salvos of 
light artillery. 

‘The Shanghai Base-Ball Club proposes 
to introduce the game of Foot-ball, and an 
opening match is promised at an early date. 
—A acratch game of Base-ball was played 
yesterday. 

‘An action was heard yesterday at the 
United States Consulate-General, before 
the Hon, G. W. Wells, Consul-General, and 
‘M, W. Murphy and J, 0, Fuller as Asso- 
lites, in which Mr. F. A. Groom sought to 
recover from Mr. A. Jenkins Tis. 850, 
Being threo months rent of certain 
piemises situato on the French Bund and 
Iiown as the “Paou-foong Wharf and 
Godowns.” Mr, Myburgh appeared for 
the plaintiff, and Mr. Wainewright for the 
Aofendant. Tho evidence adduced was 
iauch the samo as that given in an action 
tried «i fow weeks ago, being principally of 
documentary nature ; and the case vir- 
tually resolved itself into a legal argument 
botween the professional gentlemen en- 
gaged. ‘The Court took time to consider 
its decision. 

Wo receive constant complaints of the 
condition of the French road to Sikaway, 
which has in truth relapsed in places into 
the condition of the neighbouring fields. 
It is difficult to imagine that some portions 
ever had any pretension to be a road; 
and we shall not be surprised to find the 
hinese begin to hoe it back into their 
fields, if it continues to be so neglected. 
Posts and rails have been stolen from the 
fences, in some places ; but this is scarcely 
surprising when the road bears the appear- 
anco of being abandoned. It is no exag- 
gration to say that foreigners living on it 
found it very nearly impassable during 
the recent rains.—Perhaps the neglect may 
have been due in some measure to the 
design which was we believe entertained, of 
diverting the road if possiblo to the back of 
the Weat-gato village, re-entering the pre- 
sont track near St. Catherine's Bridge ; but 
if Shén Pao-chén’s dictum is to be 
accepted, there is an end of that project. 
At any rate, its realisation is sufficiently 
doubtful and remote to make it worth 
while saving the present road from the 
utter destruction which threatens it. 

‘The L. & C. Express says the amended 
or supplementary Order in Council for the 
Supreme Court of China and Japan still 
hangs fire, but readers at Shanghai will be 
glad to know that there is no probability 
of the proposal to combine the duties of 
Jiidge with that of the Consul-General 
being carried out, 





‘The omission, from Sir Thomas Wade's 
report, of the portion relating to thé 
opium trade has been already remarked ; 
but there is another omission from the 
Blue Book which strikes us as still more 
singular. Reference is made (on page 126) 
to certain correspondence between Li Chen- 
kwo (better known as Li Sich-tai) and the 
Notables of Momein, regarding the latter's 
invitation to Li “‘to take command of their 
train bands, for the protection of their 
homes against foreigners.” If we are 
not mistaken, these letters are the most 
material evidence against the Chinese Go- 
ernment that was obtained throughout 
the enquiry, Why are they not published ? 

‘The work of demolishing the Woosung 
Railway goes slowly but persistently on ; 
and the destroyers are now engaged 
in taking up the track itself —rails, 
sleepers, and all—a portion of the work 
in the performance of which tho native 
workmen show themselves sufficiently 
apt. The engines Pioneer and Celestial 
Empire, driven by the natives who ob- 
tained their knowledge of the levers while 
acting as stokers to the European engine- 
drivers, are employed in hauling. The 
native drivers seem quite aw fait in 
their art, so far as their skill is at pres- 
ent called into requisition—as were also 
the native permanent-way men, signal-men, 
and watchmed, in theirs—affording further 
proof that, had Railways been permitted to 
continue and extend in China, but little 
difficulty would have been experienced in 
filling the ranks of all departments of the 
required employés with trustworthy natives. 
The engines Viceroy and Flowery Land 
have been taken to pieces ; the task of dis- 
mantling the former, however, proving too 
tough a one for the “‘blacksmiths ” at first 
employed, in consequence of the bolts being 
made on a principle unknown to them. 
‘They, therefore, gave up the job, and the 
services of some workmen from the Arsenal 
wereobtained. Theseproved equally atfault, 
and ultimately the foreman employed by the 
late Company's agents had to be called in 
to direct the work, and so prevent injury to 
themechanism.—That the railway and plant 
will be sent wholesale to Formosa, there is 
now no doubt ; but it is still uncertain in 
what part of the island it will be set up.— 
‘What will become of the road itself, is at 
present unknown ; but probably the plough 
and the spade will in a few weeks efface 
all that now remains of the “first railway” 
introduced into China, the bridges being 
perhaps retained for the accommodation of 
—wheelbarrows. 

‘We mentioned a week ago that there was 
a likelihood of Dr. McOartee resigning the 
position of Interpreter at the U. S. Con- 
sulate-General. We are now able to state 
that the Doctor has resigned, and that he 
leaves Shanghai by the Saikio Maru to’ fill 
an appointment in Japan in connection 
with the Chinese Embassy. The ap- 
pointment has been in abeyance sometime, 
owing to the anxiety of Dr. McCarteo to 
fulfil his duties during the course of the in- 
vestigation into the affairs of the Consulate- 
General by the Hon. G. Wiley Wells, Con- 
sul-General. By the departure of Dr. 
‘McCartee, the position of Curator of the 
‘Museum becomes vacant, and we hear that 








Mr. A. Fauvel is likely to be asked to 
accept the poat. 

‘Mr. Myers appears to have lost xio time, 
after his arrival in San Franciiéo, in 
drawing up a statment of hié individual 
grievances, and of the complaints he 
alleges regarding the past administia- 
#ion of the U.S. Consulate at Shanghai. 
‘Tlie statement itself is apparently destin: 
for presentation to the Senate Committee 5 
but a very full précis is given in the San 
Francisco Chronicle of the Sth October. 
—The publication of this attack evoked a 
reply, in the next day’s Chronicle, from a 
Shanghai resident, affirming that Mr. 
‘Myers had not the sympathy of the Shanghai 
community in his action, and warmly 
defending Mr. Seward, 

The San Francisco Post says that Mr 
John C. Myers has sued the Omaha Bee 
for $20,000, for calling him a drunkard, 
monomaniac, and other bad names. 

Mr. 0. B, Bradford has not yet been 
able to procure bail in accordance with 
the terms imposed by the Court, and ho 
therefore remains in prison. 

Messrs. Kelly «& Walsh have receivéd 
a telegram, stating that two tickets sold by 
them for the November drawing of the 
Manila Lottery, have drawn prizes — 
No. 4,153, $4,000 ; and 5,583, $500. 

We have to acknowledge receipt, froin 
the Customs Statistical Department, of the 
Customs Gazette for the third quarter of 
1877.—-The principle features of the Shanigs 
hai returns were summarised in the 
Herald of the 25th ultimo, from the early 
copy which was circulated on the provious 
day. 

‘The L. dC. Express understands that a 
section of the passengers of the wrecked 
steamer Meikong have decided to take law 
proceeding against the Messageries Mari- 
times Company for the loss of baggage, &e., 
which it will be remembered some of them 
asserted at the time might have been 
saved. 

The question who was to blame in the 
recent collision between the Anadyr and 
the Coriolanus, was referred to the arbitra- 
tion of Captain Tucker and Captain Bol- 
ton ; and a decision was given on Monday 
by these gentlemen in favor of the latter 
vessel; the pilot of the Anadyr, we 
believe, being held to have taken a wrong 
course. 

The well-known steamer Hwai-yuen (late 
Calabar) was submitted for sale by public 
auction on Friday, by Mr. E. Reynolds. 
At the advertised time for the sale to take 
place, no persons were present; but after 
waiting nearly an how, a few assembled on 
board, when bids were invited. The firat 
was Tis. 10,000, which was increased by 
Messrs. Boyd and Company to Tis. 12,000. 
Then the China Merchants’ Company ad- 
vanced to Tis. 13,000, and no other bid 
being made, the steamer was bought in 
by them at that figure. 

HLB.M's surveying vessel Nassaw left 
Shanghai for Wenchow, on Saturday 
morning. 

The steamer City of Limerick arrived 
Sunday, after a passage of nearly four 
months from London. She was detained a 
week in the Canal, and when off Socotra 
her machinery broke down, rendering it 
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advisable to put into Bombay for repairs. 
She was detained there a month, and leav- 
ing on the 8th of October, she made a 
favourable passage to Woosung, where she 
arrived on the Iith instant. She was 
drawing twenty feet, and it was only yes- 
terday that she was enabled to cross the 
Bar.—The steamer Diomed was also de- 
tained at Woosung three days owing to 
insufficiency of water to cross the Bar. 

Although there is considerable variety in 
the subject matter of the memorials and 
edicts in the Peking Gazette, there is a 
remarkable monotony in the drift of those 
bearing upon similar subjects. Censors 
who want the Government amended, all 
indulge in the same platitudes ; children 
who kill their parents are invariably insane ; 
and especially when prisoners escape from 
‘gaol they always do so in a storm of wind 
and rain when the warders are asleep under 
shelter. The circumstances of recapture 
are never set forth ! 

It is gratifying, while we hear so much 
of squeezing and corruption among the 
Chinese officials, to find that a flagrant 
case can occasionally be punished, when 
‘brought clearly to notice, with severity. 
‘The Magistrate of a district in Kweichow 
has been found guilty of imposing illegal 
exactions upon certain communes of Miaotze 
aborigines in that province. It is recom- 
mended that he be executed by stran- 
gulation. 

The Governor-General of the Yellow 
River reports that ‘the volume of water 
during the past summer has been com- 
paratively weak ; still the deposit of silt 
has been interrupted, and at those points 
where the force of the current has jeopar- 
dized the safety of the embankments, dan- 
ger has been averted through the exertions 
of the officials acting under his orders.” 
‘The Emperor considers this state of things 
80 satisfactory that he sends “ten sticks 
of ‘Thibetan incense” to be offered in the 
temple of the God of the River, as a token 
of gratitude for the protection vouchsafed. 

The application (referred to in the same 
Gazette) by Li Hung-tsao, lately President 
of the Board of Works and a member of 
the Tsungli Yamén, for permission to ob- 
serve a three years’ period of mourning for 
his “ birth-mother,” suggests a curious 
commentay upon Chinese customs in this 
respect: This high official appears to have 
pessed out of his own family into some 
other, by adoption ; and this fact would 
exempt him, under ordinary circumstances, 
from observing more than one, instead of 
the customary three years’, mourning for 
the mother who bore him. But the fact 
that, ashe declares, there is no other re- 
presentative of his actual lineage, appar- 
ently makes the full duty incumbent upon 
him, as though he had never left his own 
family. 

In the Gazelte of the Ist November, the 
Board of Punishments report a rather 
curious appeal made before the Autumn 
Court of Assize at Peking. A man named 
‘Wang Yeo-shéng, on being brought up to 
have his sentence of decapitation con- 
firmed, cried out declaring himself a victim 
of injustice. He had been inveigled last 
year into joining one Wang Kih-kwan, in 
murdering a member of the Imperial clan. 











Ho didn't disguise the crime, but where 
was Wang Kih-kwan; why was not he 
also before the Court on triall—This 
appeal seems to have somewhat disturbed 
the serenity of the officials ; for the reason 
that the missing Wang Kih-kwan is popu- 
larly said to have been exempted from 
punishment through connivance on the 
part of the members of the Board— 
‘separately dealt with,” as the memorial 
euphuistically puts it. And even Chinese 
officialdom can hardy admit such a dis- 
tinction in favour of the greater criminal. 
Our correspondent anticipates, therefore, 
that the case will be allowed to drop into 
oblivion, and Wang Yeo-shéng regain his 
liberty after a few years’ imprisonment. 

The Peking Gazette of the rd November 
contains an interesting memorial from the 
Governor-General of Kansuh, regarding the 
coinage of copper cash. The particular 
object of the memorial is to protest that 
‘Kansuh is too poor to comply with an order 
of the Board of Revenue, to resume the 
coinage of cash. The interest lies in the 
terms of the order :—The whole of the 
copper heretofore required for the coinage 
in the various provinces was procured,” 
the Board remark, “from Yiinnan ;” but 
the working of the mines there having been 
abandoned owing to the late rebellion, 
“the provinces in which mints were in 
operation have, one after the other, reported 
the necessity of suspending the coinage, 
owing either to the impossibility of pro- 
viding themselves with copper or to the 
exigencies imposed by a state of warfare.” 
Mining has now been resumed to a certain 
extent, but it is still doubtful how much 
supply can be counted on. “There is 
reason to apprehend, therefore, that if the 
provinces generally were to resort to Yinnan 
for supplies of metal, their demands could 
not be satisfied.” It is suggested, however, 
that foreigners import copper, and if agents 
were sent to the various ports along the 
coast with instructions to buy what they 
can get, whilst the governor of Yinnan 
is instructed at the same time to take steps 
without delay for the opening of the now 
abandoned smelting houses, the necessary 
supply could doubtless be obtained.—The 
Minute is dated some eighteen months ago, 
and is interesting, as we said before, as 
indicating the dearth which is beginning to 
make itself felt, of the necessary metal. 

On another page we print a translation 
of a letter addressed some months ago by 
the Governor-General of Russian Turkestan 
to the Chinese Commander-in-chief ‘T'so 
Tsung-tang, Governor-General of Shensi 
and Kanswh, é&c., with reference to the 
treacherous massacre of the population of 
Maxas in November, 1876, as narrated in 
the Peking Gazette, with full approval, on 
the 25th January last, General Kin Shun 
& Jif, the victor on this occasion, was 
promoted some months ago to the post of 
Chiang-chiin of Tli, or Governor General of 
Chinese Turkestan. The Russian Govern- 
ment has appeared to wish to give all possible 
publicity to the protest raised on the oc- 
casion in question, by allowing the letter to 
aprear in the first instance in the Gazette du 
Turkestan, from which it has been trans- 
ferred to the European press. 

Asseries of services was again held, on 
the 28th ultimo, in the State Temples 











of Perma, on account of the continued 
drought in the Northern provinces. 

‘A Trestsmy correspondent sends us an 
account of the autumn race mesting at that 
port, held on the 8th, 9th, and 10th 
November. 5 

Many old residents will remember the 
damage which was reported, some fourtecn 
years ago, to have been sustained by the 
Haxaczow Sea Wall, and the consequent 
impregnation of the canals with Salt. ‘Tho 
ordinary repairs required by this great 
work had of course been neglected during 
the rebel occupation of Hangchow, and the 
consequence was that large gaps had: been 
made in it by the action of the waves. 
The Journal of the Asiatic Society for 1864 
contains an extract from a report by Major 
Edwards, R.E., who went up in the 
autumn of that yoar to survey and report, 
upon the state of the work. ‘This oxtract 
we now reprint, in connexion with a 
memorial from the Governor of Chekeang 
in the Peking Gazelte of the 29th October, 
reporting the progress of the repairs. These 
have now being going on for twolve years, 
and have cost Tis. 6,000,000; and still 
some 14,000 ft. (or more than 2} miles) 
remain to be executed. 

A correspondent writes from Aor on 
the 12th November :—Training has begun, 
but is much interfered with by the Chinese 
soldiers, who have rifle practice on tho 
sands overy morning. The races are to 
take place on the Srd and 4th January, if 
proper arrangements can be made with the 
authorities to procure the course. ‘The 
Hongkong cricket eleven will conio up at 
the same time to play the coast-team 
(Amoy, Foochow and Swatow), and tho 
Amoy eleven practices almost daily. 

The Daily Press hears that a well known 
resident at Honoxone has purchased the 
whole of Duddell-street for $100,000, and 
intends putting up Chinese shops on the 
Queen’s-road frontage, and forming a square 
behind, of foreign business houses,—When 
the steamship Danube, from Bangkok, was 
about an hour's steaming from Hongkong, 
the second engineer fell into the machinery, 
and was literally cut to pieces.—The Mait 
hears that the subscriptions to the Famine 
Relief Fund for Shansi Province are flow- 
ing in rapidly and satisfactorily. - The 
Chinese at Singapore have subseribed 
$2,000, and those at Macao about $1,000. 

The China Mait says the Naval Amateur 
Dramatic Corps of Macao, by request 
of the Portuguese Community of Hong- 
kong, are to give a performance at the 
Lusitano Theatre for the benefit of the 
poor of Macao.—The parishioners of 
Santo Antonio celebrated the other day 
the 50th anniversary of the appointment of 
the Rev. Canon Silva as the acting vicar. 
Tho Rev. gentleman is in robust health, 
and still acting, his appointment having 
never been confirmed.—The Daily Press 
says a fire, that threatened at one time 
to prove widely destructive, occurred on 
the 10th instant in Macao. It originated 
in a pawnshop, and but for the strenuous 
exertions of the fire brigade must have 
spread to the adjoining buildings. As it 
was the pawnshop was totally destroyed, 
and a large quantity of valuable property 
in it consumed by the flames. The origin | 
of the fire has not beon ascertained.

‘THE MASSACRE OF MANAS. 
Ir is some nine months since the 
Peking Gazette recorded, with complacent 
utterance, the horrible barbarities per- 
potrated by tho Chinese troops after 
the surrender of Manns; how the 
garrison were eventually driven by 
want of food to capitulate to the 
besiogers, who thereupon massacred 
every able-bodied man, their leaders 
alone being reserved for execution “by 
the extreme of torture.” The case 
was one which might well have called 
forth from European powers, which 
continue to treat China as a friendly 
and civilised nation, the indignant pro- 
test which was addressed to Turkey 
with regard to the cruelties in Bulgaria ; 
and would have justified the heartiest 
wish that the Russians would aid in 
expelling the Chinese, “bag and bag- 
gage,” from the Mabomedan territory 
which thoy were trying to overrun. 
Bat there bas beon a remarkable wish 
to deal tenderly with China, of late. 
Somebody once started the idea that, 
if the present effete dynasty were over- 
thrown, a condition of anarchy would 
ensue, which would not only entail 
misery upon the country, but be 
advanitegeous to foreign commerce ; and 
eversiuce thon Western statesmen have 
beon afraid of shaking the fragile throne, 
lest it should be overthrown, We'are 
glad to see, however, that a protest 
has come—though it be from » Power 
whose utterances are always suspected 
of hidden political design. The Goy- 
ernor-General of Russian Turkestan 
has addressed to the Viceroy of 
Kansah an energetic protest against 
the oruelties and the treachery of 
his generals, “It ia well-known 
to you,” writes General Kanffman, 
“that the detachment under the orders 
of General Kinshun wns occupied 
during two months, last autumn, iv 
bosieging the town of Manas. The 
Chinese forces were repulsed in several 
assaulis; and it was uot until the 
General promised a full amuosty that 
the inhabitants of the town, with the 
chief at their head, consented to capitu- 
late. The commander of the detach- 
ment did not keep to his word as a 
trae soldier, and after the Chinese 
troops had occupied Manas, more than 
1,500 Davgans, as well ns women and 
children, were basely massacred. Such 
acts of cruelty and treachery are un- 
worthy of the Commander-in of 
@ great power, and cannot but impress 
most unfavourably the people which 
tho Chinese Government is desirous 
to bring ‘under its authority. Sach 
terrible cruelty can only result in 
the total depopulation of the country, 
+ and must without doubt seriously com- 
promise tho interests of China herself.” 
The General goes on to request that 
the Chinese Viceroy will take mea- 
sures to prevent the repetition of such 
atrocities, and says ‘It is the duty of a 
“soldier to fight the enomy who offers 

















“armed resistance, not to slay the un- 
“armed population, or women and 
“childrev.” Perhaps General Kautf- 
mann is not the man from whom we had 
preferred to see this protest emanate, 
But the Chinese may rest assured that 
the language expresses the feeling of 
all civilised peoples. What we wrote 
in commenting on Mr. Davenport's de- 
scription of the condition of Yiionan— 
that the massacre of every human 
being seems to be, to Chinese rulers, 
the highest conception and result of 
victory—is justified by every step of 
the present campaign, from ‘the mas- 
sacre which followed the capture of 
Sulchow to the similar atrocities which 
ensued upon the tuking of Manas, 
General Kanfimann speaks: truth, in 
adding to his protest in the name of 
humanity, ‘that such proceedings must 
be hurtfal even to the interests of 
China herself. They can, in fact, only 
intensify the hatred between the two 
races, instead of tending to preserve 
the peaco which we take it to be the 
object of the present campaign to 
secre. As wo have remarked more 
than once in writing upon the subject, 
it is notorious that, even among leading 
Chinese statesmen, the war is far from 
popular; the drain of men and money, 
at a time when the Empire can ill 
afford it, to districts remote from the 
border of China proper, is viewed with 
jealousy and dislike. But there is this 
to be said for the policy which has 
hitherto prevailed, For a sories of 
generations, China has been liable to 
invasion by the half-nomad Mabomedan 
tribes on her North-west frontier. It 
is only a dozen years since, joined by 
their co-religionists of Kansuh and 
Shensi, these invaders succeeded in 
penetrating even within the metro. 
politan province; and the distress 
which has since prevailed in these 
districts is due in great measure 
to the devastation then wrought. The 
idea, therefore, of repelling as far 
as possible from their border the ele- 
ments of this invasion ; of establishing, 
as it were, an ontlying camp by ob- 
taining control over districts beyond 
the border; and of even scotchiug 
the suake in its nest, by carrying the 
war into-Kasbgaria, was not 60 un- 
natural. The folly and the cruelty lie 
in such proceedings as those denonuced 
by General Kauffmann, which can only 
intensify the enmity which true states- 
mausbip would endeavour to allay; 
which tend to create a desert where 
the® survivors cannot live; and which 
must tend therefore, for both reasons, 
to produce a recoil of the wave directly 
the repellent pressure is withdrawn. 
In both senses, therefore, on the ground 
of impolicy as well as of inknmanity, 
the language of General Kanffmann’s 
emphatic protest will be emphatically 
endorsed. 























SHEN PAO-CHEN versus ROADS. 
Tue Viceroy Shén Pao-chén bids fair 
to attain a world-wide 
‘Men with the power and the will to 


repatation. | 


tear up a railroad in = spirit of 
sheer sulkiness, are not to be moet 
with every day; and the fact that a 
Chinese Mandarin has been found to 
do this wiil be cited as a curions fact 
in the history of railway enterprise 
and of Chinese eccentricity. ‘The news 
may be received at first with some 
incredulity, as it will scarcely seem 
possible to Western minds that a man 
considered fit for the imporiant post of 
Governor-General of three provinces 
should commit such an act of ridiculous 
folly ; but the Western mind has yet 
to learn the longth, depth and breadth 
of Mandarin obstructiveness, Roads 
are no insignificant standard of civilisa- 
tion. The desire for meaus of com. 
munication is one of the first symptoms 
of a people's emergence from the stago 
in which they are content to grow 
enough grain on the spot where they 
were born, to sustain lifo until it is time 
to dio; and this latter is the condition 
ia which Shén Pao-chén and those 
like him would wish to keep the 
Chineso peasant. Good roads imply 
a greater degreo of enterprise on 
the part of rulers, and of organ 
isation in the system of Govern. 
ment, than have yet been disclosed in 
China. Some former Emperors have 
appreciated the value of good com. 
munications, for the remains of ex- 
cellent roads are to be seen in some 
districts of Northern China; but they 
would seem to have been created by 
the energy of individuals, and to have 
been let fall into disrepair when 
the exceptional impulse was removed. 
Good roads imply some conception of 
political economy. It needs that the 
advantage to be derived by the whole 
body politic, from the application of 
the’ resources of tho whole to the 
developement of the country, should be 
appreciated ; but this idea does not seem 
to have dawned upon the Chineso, 
at any rate as bearing upon roads, 
If the foot-path—for Chinese roads 
are no better—between Shanghai and 
Loonghwa wants mending, why tho 
people of the neighborhood must mend 
it, Whom else does it concern P—ox- 
cept indeed the petty officials, to whom 
it affords an additional opportunity of 
squeezing. The Tactai—how can he 
be expected to make or improve com. 
munications? Ho holds his post only 
for three years, and his object in pur- 
chasing it was to make as much as 
possible out of it. Why should he 
lessen his gains for the benefit of hia 
snecessors and of posterity? Besides, 
he would earn the reputation of an 
innovator, and be looked upon with 
jealousy by his comrades, as a man 
who sought to disturb the existing 
stagnation. 

Still, even if the intelligence and 
enterprise necessary to make roads be 
lacking, one might have conceived an 
intermediate stage between civilisation 
and its antipode, when people would 
appreciate having roads made for them. 
And to do the mass of the Chinese 





people justice, we believe they hare 
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attained to that measure of in- 
tellectual capacity. It is the so-called 
edueated classes, the men who have 
had their intellects stunted by the 
study of the Classics, who fall 
bolow the standard. The Chineso 
people liked the Woosung railroad, 
‘wore glad to travel on it, and interested 
in watching it; it was only high man- 
darins like Shén Pao-chén who viewed 
it with dislike, because it comported not 
with the ways of old. Such a man 
is to be pitied; it is not his fault; he 
might have made an intelligent gov- 
ernor if ho had been differently edu- 
cated; but it was his misfortune to be 
born under a system which demands 
edueation in the principles of retrogres- 
sion, as an essential of office; and be- 
hold the result! A quarter of million 
of. taels wasted; a safe and rapid 
means of communication destroyed, and 
the people compelled to fall back upon 
tho old slow means of progression; with 
the result that more lives are lost by 
the upsetting of a passenger boat with- 
in a wook after. the closure of the line, 
than would have been lost in a quarter of 
century on the ordinary averngoof rail- 
way accidents. 

Bat Shén Pao-chén’s horror of roads 
does not end with railways. He 
is equally opposed to carriage roads. 
Foreigners are willing to extend the 
roads which they bave already made 
into the country, from Shanghai; but 
instend of. welcoming an enterprise 
which would improve the means of 
acoess from the country to the city, Shén 
Pao-chén emphatically opposes the pro-) 
ject. ‘Tho treaties say. that foreigners 

+ are entitled to lease. land “for the 
purpose of building dwelling-honses, 
constructing cburches, erecting go- 
owns, laying out cemoteries and the 
like ; but there is no plain clause to 
the effect that land may be leased for 
the purpose of making a horso-rond, 
Moreover, there are already at Shang- 
hi horse-roads enough for purposes of 
pleasure ; and as the authorities have 
already gone. out of their way to com- 
ply with the wishes of foreigners in 
this respect, it is quite out of the 
question that they can be permitted to 
make another horse-road to the detri- 
ment of the existing roads (!) and tho 
cultivation of the land.” The Taotai 
is, therefore, again ordered to stop the 
project, as the Viceroy “cannot be- 
lieve that the Consuls will, for so small 
matter as purposes of pleasure, again 
force the Chinese authorities into a 
serious difficulty.” Shades of stagna- 
tion! where is the difficulty, except of 
the mandarins’ own creation? The 
people are perfectly willing to soll 
their land; and all that foreigners 
ask of the officials is to refrain 
from opposing the purchase. We be- 
lieve we are right in saying that the 
whole of the necessary Jand for the 
extension of Markham road to Jessfield 
has, been successfully negociated for ; 
and that nothing but the prohibition 
of the mandarins prevents its immediate 
transfer to the Council, The only. 








difficulty ia of Shén Pao-chén’s own 
creation; and his conscientious anti- 
pathy to increasing by one foot the 
width of roads to which people bave 
been accustomed for centuries, is truly 
deserving of respect. If the people 
themselves are so ill-educated as to be 
willing their footpaths should be im- 
proved on, it is for their rulers to 
preserve them from the consequences 
of their ignorance. All glory to Shén 
Pao-chén ! 





THE WOOSUNG.BAR. 
‘Tus condition of the Woosung Bar is 
again beginning to cause uneasiness 
amongst those interested in shipping 


frequenting the port. The past sum. 
mer has had the usual effect of dimin- 
ishing the depth of water on the bar; 
but in addition to this it has so 
narrowed the channel that it is with 
great difficulty that two vessels cau 
continue to pass. These facts alouo 
would be sufficient to excite uneasiness, 
but the process of change bas gone 
farther; and unless some steps are 
taken, very serious inconvenience may 
be sustained before the river thinks fit 
of its own accord to scour out another 
channel. For some’ years there bas, 
as is well known, been a tendency for 
Gough Island to grow down the river, 
or towards Woosung ; and the shoaling 
on the tail of the island has been more 
particularly remarked during tho last 
twelve months. This increase of the 
shallow water below the point of the 
island, and the silting up and narrow- 
ing of the channel across the bar, bas 
had the effect of causing a current to 
set in across the lower end of the 
island; aud a wide channel dividing the 
island proper from its recently grown 
tail has been formed at high water. As 
yet the scour has not been sufficient to 
deepen out the groove to the low water 
vel; but at half-flood, when the tide 
is running strongest, a rapid curreut 
now sets in across the tail of the 
island. The consequence is, naturally, 
that the scour of the tides across the 
bar proper is being lessened; and the 
present narrowing and shoaling of the 
cbannel is only the commencement of 
what may be expected should a con- 
siderable portion of the current be 
directed through a new channel. Now, 








in hydraulic works, above all others, | Kasan to 


the maxim holds goods that a stileh in 
times saves nine. As the newly- 
formed cat exists at present, a few 
fascines, or bean-oil baskets filled with 
silt, would suffice to close the passage 
and keep the requisite scour in the old 
channel. If these ordinaxy pre- 
cautions be neglected, the lessened 
scour will permit a farther deieriora- 
tion of the channel, and this again will 
react on the new cut across the island. 
It is, of course, possible that a:new 
channel may eventually be formed, but 
in the meanwhile the old must be con- 
siderably deteriorated, if not rendered 
almost impassable for a time; and we 
recommend the consideration of these 








facts to those in authority, The pres- 
ent is an instance showing how much 
better such matters as the conservation 
of harbours are when left in the hands 
of a local board. As the case stands, the. 
damage can be easily repaired, and at a 
slight expense ; bat there is no knowing 
to what extent the danger may have 
gone while waiting for authorisation 
to act, from Peking. It is, of course, 
as likely as not that nothing will be 
done; and that, as all previous repre- - 
sentations at Peking have been treated 
with the most perfect indifference, 
@ renewed application will not meet 
with better treatment. Lord Derby 
telegraphed to China to say be would 
consider the removal of the Woosung 
Railway an unfriendly act; yet the 
unfriendly act has been committed, 
Li Hung-chang did not disguise tho 
fact that unfriendly ideas really, pro- 
vailed to prevent any steps being taken 
to remove the bar. ‘The only question 
is, how much longer aro unfriendly. 
acts, committed because they aro un- 
friendly, to be the rule in the relations 
of China with the West? 








TRE SIBERIAN TELEGRAPH LINES. 

We hear of the arrival by the Saikio 
Mayr, from Japan, of three Danish gentle- 
men, Captain W. do Hedemann, Mr.

‘Waura Brack’'s Daughter of Heth is 
one of the most charming of this favourite 
author's tales of simple every-day life in 
the north country, whose wooded glens and 

ebbly streams and romantic lochs lend 
Bim much of his inspiration,  Kilmeny is, 
we think, by far the best of all the work 
Brack has done. We at least have read it 
with more sustained interest than any other 
of his novels has excited. But this is a 
matter of individual taste, though we shall 
be surprised if our verdict is not endorsed 
by.the public. The moral of Three Feathers 
is the old adage that the course of love 
does. not run smooth, The writer has 
opened new ground; and is wondrously 
sparing of those word-pictures of scenery 
which formed the chief feature of his earlier 
works. We doubt that the experiment will 
be very successful. However this may be, 
Bar's great and growing popularity in 
‘America, as well as in England, is a gratify. 
ing proof of the slight hold which the 
sensation school of novelists possesses over 
the reading public. It required both faith 
and courage to enter the arena with Wixre 
Coxtxs, Ourma, and Miss Beannox, offer- 
ing performances so far different from 
theirs. Yet, the result has fully justified 
the adventure. ‘These cheap and excellent 
reprints will contribute to the author's 
fame, and go far will be an unmixed

efor Mrs, Oursaxr’s Mrs. Arthur, we 
cannot say as much, It is a story, and 











nothing more; harmless certainly, but 
profoundly dull. It will pass an hour in 
default of a better tale, and can be 
comfortably slept over. 

The publishers have added Morzey’s 
Peter the Great and Lawnence’s Primers of 
Greek and Latin Literature to their “ Half- 
hour series.” The former does not.add very 
much to the stock of facts ing the 
great Czar with which Macavtay long ago 
familiarised us, and it is almost needless 
to say that we miss the graphic and pic- 
turesque style of narration in which Macav- 
tay excelled. But it is something to 
obtain a full introduction to Perer at the 
cost of twenty-five cents. Mr, LAWRENCE'S 
Primers will at least supply the names of 
the greatest Greek and Latin writers. Plato, 
we observe, is allotted six $2mo. pages in 
large type, Tecitus six, and Juvenal one. 
This is condensation indeed. Unfortun- 
ately, such a subject as literature lends 
itself very ill to extreme compression. With 
science it is perhaps different. A ground- 
work of principles may be laid down within 
asmall area whereupon a vast, superstruc- 
ture can afterwards be built.” Hence the 
value of Macumian's series of Science 
Primers. But the case is different when 
an entire subject is made up of facts not 
capable of being grouped under compact 
principles. 

‘Most Englishmen who were school-boys 
five and twenty years ago retain a grateful 
remembrance of the volumes of the classics 
edited by Dr. Axtaox, whose abstracts 
and notes cleared the way over many a 
stiff bit of construction. The author 
at his death left ready for the Press the 
text of the Ist, 2nd, 2st and 22nd books 
of Livy's ‘aus, with notes on the 
greater part.

The Foochow Herald does not contain 
much news of importance. A proposal to 
hold a local Flower-Show in the ensuin 
spring is noted as presumptive evidence 
a growing desire to cultivate the domestic 
virtues !—Tho local Thespians aro, the 
Herald hears, not sparing themselves. Re- 
hearsing is in full progress, and there is every 
probability that the opening performance 
of the season will take placo towanls the 
close of the current month, ‘The new 
stage and dressing rooms, which are now 
completed, certainly add’ greatly to the 
strength of the Corps, besides giving the 
the community what they have never yot 
Jad,—a perfect little theatre, with ample 
accommodationand comfort foranyaudience 
up to 200 at least.—Although the Tartar 
Camp is in the hands of the Race Club, train- 
ing has not yet commenced, nor indeed 
have any ponies arrived on the ground. 
The course is not in such good order as 
usual, and will therefore require a little 
attention. Stable accommodation is ample, 
but the Herald understands that, in con- 
sequence of keen competition for certain 
hovels dignified by the name of “houses,” 
rents have advanced to a much higher figure 
than has ever been attained even in the 
‘iest days of the local turf. This, the 
Herald , is to be regretted, as money is 
believed to be an object to most people now- 
a-days, and should not thereforo be thrown

The Hugon, French cruiser of the 3rd class 
—6 guns, 1,246 tons, and 151 men—arrived 
in harbour on the 8th, She comes to relieve 
the Talisman.—The Press says it is rumoured 
that, instead of a new building for the 
Central School being erected on the site 
selected for that purpose, a new Police 
Station is to be put up there. ‘The removal 
of the police from their present quarters 
‘would afford room for the extension of the 
gaol building, should the views of the Go- 
vernor on that subject be carried out. 

‘Writing of the concert recently given in 
Hongkong: in aid of the Indian Famine 
relief fund, the Daily Press says an ex- 
cellent programme and a good cause drew 
a large attendance. Indeed St. Andrew's 
Hall was crowded to its utmost capacity, 
and numbers had to be content with stand 
ing room at the back. The concert was 
in all respects a great success, and was 
certainly the best’ amateur performance 
of the kind that has been given in the 
Colony for years.

Some misapprehension exists, I fancy, as 
to the character of this place, and I may 
seize this opportunity to give you a short 
description of it. The town facos nearly 
due north, and is situate at the foot of a 
bluff forty feet high, which deprives us of 
the breeze from the south-west in sum- 
mer, while in winter we will be exposed 
to the full force of the northern monsoon, 
and I should imagine it will be rather 
cold. From the bluff an extensive un- 
cultivated ort ge bene is Cy 
sport—geese, duck, snipe, plover, quail, 
and pigeons in abundance. "The population 
of the town is about 16,000, the European 
community contributing only nine to the 
number of inhabitants. There are two 
main streets; the one nearest the sea is 
clean and spacious for a Chinese town. 
There are hosts of dogs, and in the back 
streets one’s olfactory organs are everlast- 
ingly assailed by the abominable stenches 
arising from the inevitable pigsties. 

‘As to business, I think the prospect for 
foreigners is good if they work carefully. 
"The town is increasing, and there are large 
exports of sugar, oil, rice, tea, etc, while 
opium and piece goods are distributed from 
here inland. ‘The anchorage is a mile and- 
a-half from the town. There is good land- 
ing at high water, but at ebb tide only for 
small boats. Quite a fleet of junks is 
assembled now, giving the place an im- 
portant look. 

‘The language spoken is mostly a dialect 
ofthe Cantonese. As you may suppose, 
news is a scarce article in an out-of-the-way 
place like this, with a foreign community 
numbering nine souls only, but I will write 
you again when anything transpires,— 
Daily Press.

‘NAGASAKI. 

The Rising Sun_notes the departure of 
Marcus Flowers, Esq., who, after eleven 
years’ residence as British Consul at Naga- 
saki, has been appointed to Kobe. On the 





evening of tho 9th instant, a ball was given 
the residents in honour of Mr, and 
. Flowers, in the theatre, which was 
rettily decorated forthe occasion.—A. Red- 
Ration, Hsq., has been appointed Consul for 
the Netherlands at this port. ‘This appoint 
ment will relieve the British Consul, who 
has, until now, had jurisdiction over Dutch 
subjects.—The Sun is sorry to notice that 
the numbers of foreign residents in the 
Settlement are gradually decreasing, some 
dying, others leaving, and but few 
arriving in turn to take the place of those 
departing. ‘The agenoy house of one of 
the oldest associations in Nagasaki—the 
Netherlands Trading Society—will soon 
close, the business, as far as relates to that 
port, being, it is said, at present in 
process of liquidation ; and a few months 
more will see the last of the relics of the 
old Dutch trading companies. ‘The present 
Society, if not actually identical with the 
traders’ of the days of Kampfer, has at 
east much of interest in having’ been so 
long carried on by the countrymen of the 
same indefatigable merchants who went 
through such hardships and trials in the 
spirit of commercial enterpriso which lod 
the hardy navigators of those early days of 
travel to risk their lives and capital in 
uncertain speculations, at a time when 
ships of one hundred tons were considered 
large vessels, and when there were 
scarcely any’ charts or other guides to 

iting these consts, 
beyond the casual knowledge obtained by 
those cacesionelly frequenting the port.— 
‘The Mitsu Bishi Mail Steamship Company, 
it is said, will soon establish a mail-branch 
between’ Nagasaki and Kagoshima, and 
two vessels may soon be expected here 
to commence the service, which, if found 
to answer expectations, will become a 
permanent line. As the town of Kago- 
shima has to be rebuilt, though it is im- 
possible it can ever be as extensive as it 
was before war destroyed nearly the whole 
of it, with the exception of somo of the 
godowns, still much material will be re- 
quired. in its reconstruction that can bo 


supplied from Nagasaki, and for some time 
no doubt there wil be plenty of work forthe 
two  steamers.—H.M.S. Modeste arrived 





on the aftemoon of the 3rd inst., bringin 
the new Consul, James Troup, Hsq., an 
family from Niigata, and after a short sta 
left for Kobe on the 8th, H.M.S, Fly left 
on the 10th for Hongkong, and the Frolic is 
expected shortly to relieve the Lapwing.

‘The Gazette says at 2.15 a.m. on the 31st 
ultimo there was asmart shock of earth- 


quake, which lasted about twenty-five 
seconds.—If cholera cannot be pronounced 
altogether extinct in Yokohama, yet it is so 
rapidly diminishing that it bids fair soon 
to be nothing more than an unpleasant 
memory.—A. gentleman recently returned 
from the coast of Kamtchatka, says that a 
violent eruption of a volcano which he 
estimates at about 18,000 feet high, in the 
neighbourhood of lower Kamtchatka, has 
taken place. ‘The ground vibrated, off and 
on, for a period of four days. Under the 
foot of the mountain is a village containing 
about 500 inhabitants, but whether they 
have sustained any serious injury by the 
convulsion is not known by the informant. 
Referring to this, the Gazette says, “There 
are about fourteen volcanoes’ in the 
peninsula, the most remarkable of which, 
Plutcheoski, is 16,000 feet high, This

1¢ Mikado’s birthday, the Srd inst., was 
celebrated with the customary festivities in 
Tokio. Public buildings were profusel 
decorated ; and the streets were gay ‘with 
flags bearing the national emblem. A 
review was held on the Parade Ground 
opposite the site of the Gaimusho ; but 
the attendance of spectators was small.— 
Quoting from the Echo, the Gazette trans- 
lates that Mr. von Weckerlin, Minister for 
the Netherlands, is about to return to 
Europe, and that during his absence he 
will be represented at the Court of the 
Mikado by H.E. Sir Harry S. Parkes.— 
‘The American steamer Courier reports that 
on arriving at the port of Okhotsk, on or 
about September Ist, the natives reported 
having seen a steamer a day or two before, 
about fifteen miles to the north...

the natives of Okhotsk. ‘The supposition 
is that the steamer had met with heavy 
weather and been abandoned in the Pacific. 
From the direction in which she was 
drifting, it is possible she might bring up 
on the North end of Sakhalin, or on the 
coast of the mainland South of Okhotsk. 
—The autumn meeting of the ‘Race Club 
has been held, and was productive of good 
sport. ‘The mail dates only include returns 
f the first and second days’ running—(we 
ive the results elsewhere from the 
ferald.)

Those of the 
first class, whose value is about 3 yen each, 
have been sold for about 1.80, and those 
remaining will not fetch more than three 
cents at present. 1,200,000 cartons remain 
in Yokohama. Of these about 360,000 
are expected to be purchased by foreigners, 
aud the remaining 840,000 must” be 
thrown into the sea or set on fire. 
The Herald prints a letter which, 
although from anonymous correspondents, 
shows that the bee! of the famine-suffer- 
ing people in North-China is penetrating 
far and wide. The writers, dating from 
‘Tokio, say :— Having seen in the Herald 
an advertisement ré the sale of 5,000 
bags of rice, we th be sold very 
cheap. It is a good opportunity for some 
one now to take the initiative to make a 
subscription to buy the whole lot, or a 
yortion of it, and send it to the North of 
Bhina for the poor people. According to 
the account we have seen of those helpless 
people published in your paper, we take 
the liberty to address you, requesting you 
to open a subscription ‘to help those 
poor beings, who have already suffered great 























starvation, and the cold weather will 
crease their sufferings.”—The Herald pub- 
lishes the letter, as, perhaps, some of the 
more charitably disposed may think it 
worthy of consideration. — From the 
native papers, the Herald translates 
the subjoined items: —It has already 
been mentioned that the expenses caused 
by the suppression of the late rebellion, 
amounted up to the 27th ult. to 44,638,098 
‘yen, butitis said that up to the end of this 
month 6,300,000 yen more will be required. 
—The Mikado has, according to the Hochi 
Shinbun, visited the Naval School. He was 
received outside the entrance by Vice- 
Admiral Kawamura, Rear-Admiral Naka- 
mura, and many other naval officers ; inside 
the gate the cadets were drawn up on both 
sides of the entrance, under command of 
the Directors. After His Majesty had 
partaken of some refreshment, he proceeded 
to the parade-ground, where Sawa, an 
officer of the 5th class, exhibited and ex- 
plained to him models of balloons. 
‘There were two of these, one filled with 
hydrogen gas, the other with carbonic gas, 
each of them measuring 28 feet in diameter 
and 42 feet in height. Majesty then 
went to the batteries on the shore, where he 
witnessed the firing of five Armstrong guns.

capsized, on the beach, there being a heavy 
sey, ‘They met no opposition that day. 
'T}® woods lining the beach extend inland 
about 300 yards, and, beyond, you find a 
fine open plain. On this plain’ the troops 
encamped for the night, close to the wood. 
About midnight we were all roused by 
yelling and shouting, and the magi firing 
of rities. Daylight brought the news 
that the Dutch had been surprised in 
their bivoune by the Acheenese, who 
jumped by hundreds into the camp. I 
could not find out how many were killed, 
‘but I observed that it took nearly all day 
to bury the dead. The Dutch ‘then re- 
treated to the beach, and intrenched them- 
selves behind trees ‘which they ent down. 
Since that time there has not been very . 
great progress made, Samalangan is the 
place whence nearly all the fighting men 
aro drawn for the Acheonese. As the gun- 
boats were shelling the coast, I noticed a 
number of Acheenese sitting on the beach. 
‘They were evidently marked by one gun- 
boat, as she threw a large shell which 
burst immediately over their heads. I 
watched them particularly through. the 
glass, but not a soul of them stirred an 
inch. ‘There is no mistake, they really are 
brave fellows ; and, were they armed as 
well as the Dutch, I am afraid that the 
latter would have to fight with redoubled 
energy.”

ABSTRACT OF PEEING GAZETTES. 

Oct. 26th.—(1) A decree ordaining a 
renewed series of propitiatory services to be 
hield on the 28th inst., at the principal 
State temples, in view of the deficient. 
rainfall at Peking within the last month or 
two, and the drought experienced in Shansi, 
‘Honan, and Shensi. 

(2) ‘A decree based upon a memorial 
from the Board of Revenue reporting upon 
the protest submitted by Lin Show-t’u, 
late Financial Commissioner of Shansi, 
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inst the charges brought against him by 
‘Tsung-tang, of reducing without 
authority the amount of the subsidies 
yuired from the provincial exchequer. 

‘His exouses are rejected b 

unwarranted by the facts of the case; and 

the conduct of the Governor of Shansi, 

‘Tsing Kwoh-ts'ian, in forwarding his 

statement without a prior investigation, is 

disapproved. The Board of Civil office is 

@irected to take note of this disapproval. 

(8) A Decree. ‘The Censor She She-t’ai 

* has memorialized Us stating that the price 
of provisions ising daly, entailing datress 
penury in consequence upon the 

Banner soldiery. He recommends that 

the amount of commutation pay issued in 

silver be reduced, and the issne of grain be 
augmented. Let the ‘Board’ of Revenue 

consider and report to Us. 7 

(4) The Governor of Kweichow memori- 
alizes reporting the issue of a trial at which 
the late acting Magistrate of the Yung- 
Young district was arraigned on a change of 
having imposed an assessment without 
lawful authority upon certain communes of 
the Mino-tsze oborigines within his district, 
under pretence of raising funds for measures 
of reorganization. Tho delinquent havin; 
been stripped of his rank by a Decree date 
in August 1876, and ordered to be brought 
to trial, he has been arraigned, and 
testimony has been adduced shewing that 
ho had levied a sum, in all, of Tis. 6,050, 
‘by demands for forced contributions from 
sundry individuals. Of this amount he had 
expended Tis, 1,450 on the rebuilding 
of his Yamén, but he has not accounted for 
the remainder. His offence is declared to 
fall within the provisions of the statute 
relating to the unauthorized levy and ap- 
ropriation of imposts, in cases of which 
Zing tho amount fevied is to be taken into 
consideration in applying the enactments 
on abuse of the prerogative of law. It is 
provided in this connection that where, the 
amount involved reaches the sum of Tis. £0, 
the penalty shall be death by strangulatica 
after imprisonment to avvait confirmation of 
the sentence ; and a sentence to this effect 
hasbeen pronounced in the case of the 
delinquent Wu Yen-yao. Minor sentences 
arg pasted upon certain of lis accomplices. 
—Referred by resoript for the consideration 
of the Board of Punishments. 

Oct, 27th.—(1) A decree hased upon a 
momorial from ‘the Censor She She-t'ai, 
who has represented that malpractices are 
indulged in by certain clerks of the Board 
of Works in connection with the outlay of 
government funds authorized for the 
construction of roads and bridges. Certain 
public works of this description being now 
in progress in the vicinity of Pelsing (prob- 
ably in connection with the Imperial 
Mausolea—Truns.), false returns of ex- 
penditure are stated to be handed in 
through the agency of a contractor's 
“Ring.” The Board of Works is com- 
manded to investigate these charges.—In 
this memorial (the Decree concludes), none 
of the characters designating the Imperial 
‘Mausolea have been elevated according to 
rule, Let the Board of Civil office formu- 

late the penalty due for this offence. 

(2) ‘Tsing Kwoh-ts'tian, Governor of 
Shansi, memorializes submitting the state- 
ment handed to him by the Financial Com- 
missioner Lin Show-t'u, lately dismissed 
from the public servico, in attempted self- 
exculpation, By comparison of dates and 
amounts, he endeavours to shew that he 
had not been guilty of the disregard of 
orders imputed to him.—For rescript, see 
Gazette of 9th inst. 

Oct. 28th.—(1) A decree based upon a 
memorial from Tséng Kwoh-ts'tian, Gov- 
exnor of Shansi, who has represented that 

e prefect of Tai-yiian Fu (the prefecture 
in which the provinicial eapital is situated), 
‘Ts’ing Ngan by name, has shewn himself 
ranting in discrimination in. dealing with 
judicial cases remitted to his hands and 
regardless of the exigencies of the situation 
in administering the work of famine relief. 
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‘Ttis commanded, heroupon, as is requested, 
‘that the official’ in question be removed 
from his office and degraded to fill a 
lower post in the rank of Sub-Prefect. A 
iccessor to the Prefectship thus vacated 
‘to be chosen from among the func- 
tionaries of that rank now in Shansi ; and 
the ensuing vacancy is to be filled by the 
officer named Chwang Sih-kih 
(from Peking.) : 

(2) A decree cashieving the Magistrate of 
the Hing-t’ang District in Chihli, on being 
impeached by Li Hung-chang for the levy 
of forced contributions under pretext of 
the necessity for levying a force of braves 
to preserve order in connection with some 
pending measures for the readjustment of 
taxation in particular cases. 

Oct. 29th.—(1) A decree based tipon a 
memorial from the Governor-General and 
Governor of Kwangtung, who have re- 
ported that in consequence of the devas- 
tation caused by fi summer in the 
neighbourhood of Canton, they had sent 

nts to Shanghai and Chinkiang to pur- 
hase vice for issue to. the public at modler- 
ate prices, and who request sanction to the 
exemption of such importations from all 
levies of Customs’ duty and other taxes. 
‘This is accorded. 

(2) A decree based upon a memorial from 
‘Tsing Kwoh-ts'tian, Governor of Shansi, 
sanctioning his proposal to establish agencies 
for the sale of official ranks in the provinces 
of Chihli, Kiangsu, Nganhwei, Hupeh, 
Hunan, Rwrangtung,’ Kwangsi, Sch’ wan, 
Chéhkiang, and Kiangsi, the ‘proceeds to 
be devoted to the relief of the prevailing 
distress from famine, as the funds other- 
wise forthcoming are declared to be inad- 
equate. The honorary forms of reward 
which may be purchased in pursuance of 
this plan are to be reported in due eourse 
by the yarious provincial governments, 
whilst, for substantive official ranks or 
mere honorary titles, the Board of Revenue 
is directed to make out 2,000 blank certi- 
ficates and forward them to the Governor 
of Shansi for disposal. 

(8) The Governor-General of Chihli, Li 
Hung-chang, memorializes reporting the 
capture and execution of large numbers 
of brigands who have taken advantage 
of the distress occasioned by drought to 
infest the highways in tho southwest of 
the province. These depredators are con- 
nected with an organization whieh sprang 
up, with similar objects, in 1868, at the 
time of the incursion of the Nien Fei ban- 
ditti, and which took the name of the 
Kan Tao Hiei, or Cleaver Brotherhood. 
The existence of bands of malefactors under 
this name was pointed out in Angust last in 
a memorial addressed to the Throne by the 
Censor Lin Ngén-p'u, a copy of which was 
forwarded to the memorialist. He now 
Aetails the measures taken for the apprehen- 
sion and summary execution of members 
of the fraternity. (See also Gazette of 24th 
inst.) 

(4) The Governor of Cheh-kiang memo- 
rializes with reference to the works 
of restoration of the great sea-wall in 
Hangchow Bay. The estimate originally 
made a, number of years ago- for, the 
cost of this work was upwards of Taels 
8,000,000; but by means of economical 
management during the ten or twelve 
years that the work has been in progress, 
the outlay has been kept within some 
Tis. 6,000,000 or thereabouts. A length 
of 1,240 chang (or say 14,000 feet English 
measurement), being sections II and IIL 
of the work as originally estimated for, 
still remains unexecuted, and this it is 
necessary to go on with in order to com- 
plete the work entirely. ‘The memorialist 
has made three personal visits of inspection 
to the site, the portion numbered as section 
IIL being’ of particular importance, owing 
to its greater exposure to danger from the 
force of the waves, and requiring special 
strengtlt of construction. On reference to 
the printed Description of the Sea Wall, 























he finds that when several thousands of 
ng of the structure were destroyed 
the typhoon of A.D. 1735, the one. ytion 
which remained uninjured was the part. 
known as the Lao Yen Tang, measuri

breaking over the embankment, in con- 
sequence of the site being exceptionally 
low. Persons who viewed the subject super- 
ficially have recommended with a view to 
economy, that the substructure of piling 
should be raised higher, in order to give 
greater elevation, but this plan is scouted 
as providing too insecure a foundation. It 
consequently proposed to make’ the 
eight 20 instead of 18 courses, thus bring- 
ing the face of the wall to a height of 
cWih, each block having a breadth of 1 el’ih 
2 ts, and a depth of 1 el’ih, the length 
varying from 3 to-5 chiik. “The outer 
couirses it is proposed to join together by 
iron bolts and tongues ‘as in the case 
of the work above-mentioned near Shang- 
hai, the bolts employed for the purpose 
to ‘be of the best wrought iron, 4 tun 
in length by 1 tun diameter, and three 
and one-tenth ts'un circumference, each 
weighing about one catty. In order to 
effect the boring of the blocks of stone 
with as little liability to fracture as possible, 
it is intended to employ steel drills for the 
purpose, which are to be manufactured 
at the Arsenal already existing at Hang- 
chow, and to be worked by skilled artisans. 
‘The extra work undertaken in this respect, 
and in the careful facing of the stone 
blocks, will necessitate an addition of Tls. 
54 per chaug to tho original estimate of 
Tis. 480. ‘The estimate of Tis. 297,600 for 
the 620 chang of work to be done, will 
consequently require an addition of Ts.

(2) "Tso ‘Tsung-t’ang, Governor-General 
of Shensi and Kansuh, s&c., &c., memori- 
alizes laying before the Throne a series of 
recommendations of the high officials whose 
services in keeping up the supply of funds 
for the army of the West have contributed 
to the success that have attended its efforts. 
—For rescript see Gazette 6f 12th instant. 

Oct. Sist.—(1) A decree in acknowledg- 
ment of a memorial from Li Hob-nien, 
Director-General of the Yellow River, who 
has reported a generally satisfactory con 
dition of the river at the commencenient of 
the “hoar-froast” period (23rd Oct.) Al- 
though the volume of water during the past 
aummer has been comparatively weak, still 
the deposition of silt has been interrupted, 
‘and at those points where the force of the 
current has jeopardized the safety of the 
embankments, danger has been averted 
through the exertions of the officials acting 
under Li Hob-nien's orders. The receipt 
of this intelligence calls for. an expression 
of devout thankfulness. ‘Ten sticks of 
‘Tibetan incense are despatched, to be 
offered by the Director-General’ in the 
temple of the God of the River, as a 
token of. gratitude for the protection 
vouchsafed. “Rewards are likewise con- 
ferred upon the officials commended by Li 
Hoh-nien. 

(2) A Decree. The Board of Ceremonies 
memorializes Us reporting on behalf of Li 
Hurng-tsio, lately serving as President of 
the Board 'of Works, that he solicits per- 
mission to observe a three years’ period of 
mourning for his birth-mother, ‘née Yao, 
Intely deceased, on the ground that there 
is no other representative of his actual 
lineage forthcoming. Let the Board of 
Geremonies consider and report to us 
hereupon. (Note. From the foregoing 
it appears that Li Hung-tsao, late mem- 
ber of the Grand Council,’ Yamén of 
Foreign Affairs, ete., whose retirement on 
account of mourning was noticed in the

(2) Adecree, based upon a report from 
the office of Gendarmerie, commandin, 
increased stringency in the operations of 
the various police authorities of the capital, 
in view of @ recent increase in the amount 
of crimo prevalent. 

(8) The Board of Pimishments memo- 
sialize stating that at the Assize which was 
hold on the 10th October in the apartment 
without the Tien Ngan gate of the Palace, 
and constituted by the Board together 
with the representatives of all the offices 
of State, twenty-six felons charged with 
capital offences, both male and female, 
whose cases, whether of recent or remote 
origin, awaited final revision at the Palace, 
were brought up for judgment. In each 
case, after a thorough scrutiny of its 
particulars, sentence of immediate execution 
or a respite was determined upon. Among 
the prisoners was one named Wang Yeo- 
shéng, alias Wang San, under sentence of 
decapitation, who cried out declaring 
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himself a victim of injustice when arraigned 
for trial; and the memorialists hereupon 
deputed certain officials to hold an inves- 
tigation of his case. According to the 
report received from them, prisoner de- 
clared as follows :—“ I was a subaltern 
oficer of the Plain White Banner of the 
Imperial Household troops, and was in- 
duced on the 3rd May, 1876, by an in- 
dividual named Wang ’Kih-kw’an, with 
whom a gioro member of the Imperial 
clan, named Jui Kwang, had quarrelled, 
to join him in an attack upon Jui Kwang, 
in the course of which the latter was 
mortally wounded. On being arraigned 
this day at the Palace assize, I do not 
see Wang Kih-kw’an brought before the 
Court. As I alone am placed on trial, I 
have cried out protesting against injustice 
done me.” je memorialists have to 
submit, hereupon, that the prisoner in 
question was condemned to death, some 
time since, a Court cored for 
the ose of investigatin; e charge 
i Et kim, the sentence being based upon 
the statute which pore for cases of 
murder of members o! 
of the Gioro class ; the individual named 
‘Wang Kih-kw’an being also apprehended 
and separately dealt with, all of which was 
duly reported to the Throne. In order that 
it may nowbe ascertained whether in making 
his personal appeal for justice the prisoner 
in this case has sought to shift the blame on 
another through dread of the fate to which 
he was himself doomed, or whether any 
injustice has actually befallen him, it is 
proper that solicitation be made for the 
appointment of Imperial Commissioners to 
join with the memorialists and the Imperial 
Clan Court in instituting a further trial ; 
and that the name of Wang Yeo-shéng 
should be withdrawn from the list of con-, 
demned felons submitted to the Assize.— 
For rescript see Gazette of Oct 12th. (Note. 
It is probable that the case above referred 
to, & verg noteworthy incident in the 
history of Chinese criminal procedure, may 
be no further mentioned in documents 
appearing in the Gazette; and it may be 
wall therefore to add a fow words by way 
of explanation. The Court before whi 
this appeal in extremis was mado, is 
the Autumn Assize so frequently spoken 
of in Chinese proceedings, being the 
Court “held for the revision of all 
capital sentences pronounced throughout 
the Empire during the previous twelve 
months, in cases where summary execution 
has not been decreed. ‘The prisoner in this 
case, being sent up in person by the Board 
of Punishments, in whose custody he was, 
is said to have been encouraged to make

round of the progressive diminution in the 
amount of current Government cash, asked 
that orders be given for the coining of cash. 
of the proper standard in each provineo, with 
aviewto the duemaintenanceof the currency 
system. The Board’s observations here- 
upon were as follows :—“ Tho whole of the 
copper heretofore required for the coinage 
in the various provinces was procured from 
Yiinnan ; but the communications were in- 
terrupted by the outbreak of the rebellion 
@ quarter of a century ago; the copper 
mines have been abandoned, and the pro- 
vinces in which mints were in operation 
have one after the other reported the neces- 
sity of suspending the coinage, owing either 
to the impossibility of providingthemselves 
with copper, or to the exigencies imposed 
upon them by a state of warfare, ‘Tho re- 
sult has been that illegal coinage has flour- 
ished, and popular distress has been daily 
on the increase, seemingly without prospect 
of reaching an end. With these consider- 
ations before the Board, it issued, in May 
187, instructions to the various provincial 
governments, when forwarding specimen 
cash with the title adopted for the now 
reign, desiring them to procure copper as 
of old and redpon their mints, in com- 
(flianee with the standing regulations, 
|The governments of the provinces of 
Kwangsi and Hunan havo reported here- 
upon, that owing to the embarrassed state 
of their finances, they could not raise the 
funds requisite for the prime cost of the 
copper, for which reason they requested to 
be allowed to postpone operations. ‘Tho 
Board replied disapproving the proposal, 
and calling upon the governments concerned 
to devise ways and means for the retstablish- 
ment of their mints, in order that proper 
weight might be given to the regulations 
affecting the production of currency. The 
Censor above-named has now dwelt in his 
memorial upon the evils contingent upon 
the Inck of a proper coinage, ard has 
solicited that the Board be commanded to 
decide upon the regulations which should 
be adopted in the matter; and his views 
are undoubtedly inspired ‘by a desire to 
rectify existing defects, in the interest of the 
people. In the malter of the oninage, 

jowever, the first question to be attended to 
is that of administration. In the year 1874, 
the Governor of Yiinnan, Ts'én Yii-ying, 
reported having obtained’ by way of ex- 
periment from four of the copper smelting- 
works in the province 1,000,000 catties of 
metal (say 600 tons—sce Gazette of June 
29th, 1875), which was to be forwarded to 
Peking for the cash coinage. It had not, 
however, been ascertained thus far how 
much metal the four smelting works could 
yield per annum. There were, in addition, 
between 30 and 40 other works, which were 
in astate of total abandonment; but the 
Board has received no information as to 
the success of the endeavours made to 
induce merchants to undertake the working 
of these places. There is reason to appre- 
hend, therefore, that if the provinces 
generally were to resort to Yinnan for 
supplies of metal, their demands could not 
be satisfied. On the other hand, it is 
known that copper is an article of import 
by foreign merchants at ports along the 
coast ; and if agents were sent tothe various 
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ports with instructions to purchase copper, 
Phother native or foreiga, whilst at the 
same time the Governor of Yiinnan pro- 
ceeded to take steps without delay for the 
opening of the now abandoned smelting- 
houses, a supply which would be adequate 
to the requirements for coinage purposes 
might without doubt be obtained. The 
Board, however, would not take upon itself 
to lay down a law as to the point at which 
any given province should obtain its supplies 
of copper or as to the financial source from 
which it should draw its funds for purchases 
of material, Excluding from consideration 
the provinces of Viinnan and Szech'wan, in 
which mints have already been set going, 
roducing the ordinary standard cash, and 
in which there is no occasion to re- 
quire the coinage of ten-cash tokens (such 
as form the currency of Peking), the Board 
aolicited that Imperial injunctions be laid 
upon the governments of all the remaining 
provinces, desiring them to tale measures 
for restoring the coinage system and for 
putting down the gvil, as alleged by the 
Jensor, of illicit issues from private mints. 
A rescript followed, in the words ‘ Be it as 
4s proposed,’”—On receipt of the for

fallen off, No stores of grain whatever 
are Inid by among the people, and at 
the first pinch of drought and scarcity 
severe distress is immediately the result. 
Who, under such circumstances, will give 
credit to the assertion, though it be made, 
that whatever ovil is prevalent is not caused 
by the growth of the poppy? Tt appears 
that successive Governors of the province 
have stringently prohibited the growth of 
tho plant ; but their orders, unfortunately, 
have not’ been actively obeyed by the 
district authorities, and the consequence is 
that upon tens of thousands of acres of 
luctive land there is scarcely a spot 
levoted to the yield of grain. Hence it 
ensues that at the present moment wealthy 
households, although not unprovided with 
monoy, find themselves unable to buy rice. 
Té the present moment of energetic 
resolve be not availed of to effect a 
rodical and perpetual extirpation ot the 
evil, Your servant apprehends that the 
day’ when measures for the relief of 
famine in the province in question shall 
cease is not. to be looked for. He would 
therefore entreat that injunctions be laid 
upon the Governor of Shansi, directing him 
to issue publicly a stringent interdict, 
to hold firmly by his own views, and

not to allow himself to be shaken by 
frivolous estions. A scale of penal- 
ties should also be drawn up for cases 
of neglect on the part’ of district officials, 
and the accepted maxim that “‘ food is the 
people’s Heaven” should be earnestly pro- 
claimed for general observance, severe pun- 
ishment being meted out to ‘such as wil- 
fully persist in wrongdoing. The object to 
de aimed at must be that of adding an acre 
of grain-producing soil in proportion as 
every acre is withdrawn from the growth 
of the poppy, with the result that hence- 
forward means of coping with scarcity will 
be forthcoming, and the Imperial anxieties, 
now active by day and night, need no 
longer be intruded upon. This’ postscript 
memorial is accordingly with all reverence 
submitted.—For- reseript see Gazetle of 
October 13th.

THE MASSACRE OF MANAS. 
Letter from Gexenat Kaversasy, Governor- 
General of Russian Turkestan, to the 
Chinese Commander-in-chief Tso Tsoxc~ 
-TANG. 
In view of the atrocities committed by 


the Chinese troops in the districts which | Cl 


are the scene of the struggle between the 
Chinese and Dungans, the Governor-Gen- 
eral of Turkestan recently sent the follow- 
ing communication to Tso Tsung-tang, 
Commander-in-chief of the Chinese forces:— 

‘As representative in ‘Turkestan of an Em- 
peror, great, just, and humane, I address 
myself to you, most honorable ‘iso Tsung- 
tang, in your capacity of Commander-in- 
chief of the army of a great and friendly 
power, and I deem it my duty to call your 
attention to the manner in which the Chi- 
nese troops are now carrying on the war in 
the region lying to the west of Kuchen, 
where the population for the main part con- 
sists of Dungans. 

Tt is known to you, most honorable Tso 
‘Tsung-t’ang, that the detachment under 
the orders of General. Kin Shun was 
occupied during two months last autumn 
in besieging the town of Manas. 

The Chineso forces wore repulsed in 
several assaults, and it was not until the 
General promised a full amnesty that the 
inhabitants of the town, with the chief at 
their head, consented to capitulate. 

‘The commander of the detachment did 
not keep to his word as a true soldier ; 
and after the Chinese troops had occupied 
Manas, moro than 1,500 Dungans, as well 

children, were’ basely 


‘as women and 
massacred, 

Such acts of cruelty’ and treachery are 
unworthy of the Commander-in-chief of a 
great power, and cannot but impress most 
unfavourably the people which the Chinese 
Government is desirous to bring under 
its authority, Such terrible cruelty can 
only result in the total depopulation of 
the country, and ‘nmst without doubt 
seriously compromise the interests of China 
herself. 

T therefore consider it my duty, most 
honorable Two Tsung-t’ang, to call your 
serious attention to the atrocities indulged 
in by your subordinates, and to request 
that you will take measures to prevent 
their being repeated ; for such proceedings, 
assuredly, are not what the Government 
had in contemplation, 

It is the duty of asoldier to fight the 
enemy who offers armed resistance ; not to 
slay the unarmed population, or women 
and children. 

I put myself in direct communication 
with you, feeling assured that you will 
share my views, and that you will not 
allow the commanders of detachments'to 
tarnish the glory and reputation which dis- 

ron amongst Chinese generals. 
ft is my hope, most honorable Tso Tsung- 
Yang, that a high official possessing such 














great authority, and enjoying the full con- 
Eaence of your Goverment, will fd the 
‘means to stay an evil as repugnant to the 
laws of God as to those of humanity.

THE FAMINE IN THE NORTH. 

To the Editor of the 
Norra-Camwa Heravp. 

Sim,—The opinion has been expressed in 
several quarters, that the. ‘appeal made by the 
Missionaries in Peking for ii aid 
from America and Great Britain, to meet 
the famine in the North of China, is cal- 
culated greatly to mislead those to whom it 
is addressed, inasmuch as it seems to take 
no account of the efforts which the Chi- 
nese themselves are ting in the same 
cause. As a matter of fact, the Chinese 
Government alone, to say nothing of the 
contributions of private individuals, has 
already given far more than can possibly 
be raised by Europeans and Americans put 


|| together, whether resident in or -out of 


China. “The wording of the appeal certain- 
ly seems unfortunate, but of course the 
want of a distinct allusion to the large sums 
devoted by the Imperial Government to 
the relief of its distressed subjects, was an 
oversight. ‘The most that Western nations 
can hope to do is to supplement what 
China herself has done. jen everybody 
has exerted himself to the utmost, there 
will still remain a vast amount of un- 
alleviated suffering. Of the amount of 
money raised by provincial guilds and from 
other private sources, one can only gain a 
rough idea. The money collected in Tien- 
tsin has been considerable ; ten days ago I 
was told it had reached about Tis. 60,000. 
From other large centres of commerce, such 
as Canton, Shanghai, Soochow, Hangchow, 
&e., more or less handsome contributions 
have been sent. A subscription list has 
been circulated amongst the employés both 
foreign and native of the China Merchants’ 
Steam Navigation Company, and the result 
is by no means contemptible. A reference 
to the filed of the Peking Gazette 
will show the extent of the Imperial grants. 
First of all came a decree remitting or re- 
ducing certain taxes due from the province 
of Shansi, to the National 7 BS 
means to lightening the burdegs of the 





people. On the 17th September, in conse- 
‘quence of a memorial presented to the 
‘Throne from Li Hung-chang on behalf of 
the province of Chihli, all lekin duties 
leviable upon grain imported into that pro- 
vince, were remitted. ‘The reason of this 
memorial presented, was of course 
the failure of the crops in Chihli, A fort- 
night later reference is made in the Gazette 
to a decreo authorizing the Governor of 
Shansi to retain Tis, 200,000 out of tho 
revenue destined for Peking, for the pur- 
pose of distribution amongst the starving 
population under his charge, At the samo 
time Li Hung-chang was commanded to 
provide Ts. 100,000 for the relief of dis- 
tress in Honan.’ Shortly afterwards the 
Governor of Honan was authorized to re- 
tain Tis, 147,000 for local expenditure on 
the same account. It is then additionally 
commanded that Tis. 400,000 be appro- 
priated to Shansi and Honan—7/10th to go 
to the former province, and 3/10th to 
latter ; while to Shansi a further grant of 
40,000 piculs of rice is made, (not 400,000 
as it is stated in your issue of tho 20th 
October. Compare the Peking Gazette of 
the 7th Oct. printed in the N. C. Herald 
of the 25th October.) On the 15th Octo- 
ber yet another grant in is order- 
ed, viz., 160,000 piculs to be divided in equal 
proportions’ between Shansi and Honan. 
‘These are all the grants I find referred to, 
with the exception of various small sums 
allotted for use amongst the poor of Pekin, 
and its neighbourhood. Compared 
what the Government did last year, its 
goseaig, now is handsome in the extreme ; 
ut unfortunately the very same decrees 
that, order the distribution’ of this money, 
speak in the strongest terms of the shame- 
ful corruption and rapacity of Chinese 
officials, cnd intimate clearly that the Go- 
vernment has no confidence whatever i 
the honesty of the people who are to dis- 
tribute its bounty. So that, while a sum of 
Tis. 847,000, say £235,000, is set apart for 
the relief of the poor, it is quite another 
ruestion how much the poor will receive. 
nother consideration must not be lost 
sight of. ‘The supplies of as noted 
above are indeed considerable, but, then 
these supplies are not to be delivered in the 
midst of the distressed districts free of 
cost. All expenses of conveyance have to be 
found from private sources. As I mentioned 
in my letter of yesterday, the transport of 
grain into Shansi costs more than the value 
of the grainitself by one-third; by the time, 
therefore, that the food thus allotted to the 
use of the sufferers in Shansi reaches its 
destination, a very considerable part of the 
money contributed by the natives of Ti 
tsin, Canton, é&c., alluded to above, will 
have altogether disappeared! Let us by 
all means give credit where credit is due. 
Probably the Government of China has 
@one all it can, and far more than it has 
ever done before in similar circumstances ; 
but, after all, what does it amount to} The 
total population of Shansi_and Honan is 
estimated at 37,000,000. What proportion 
of it will be reduced to starvation it is 
hard to say, but the numbers will be very 
‘The period for which the money 
and grain have to last, is six months at the 
yory least; and when one considers the 
extent to which the Imperial charity will 
be diminished “by the exactions of the 
officials who dole it out, it will be seen that 
there remains inuch to be done in the work 
of saving life, for any one who has the 
means and the heart to do it. 

Of course, it is impossible for foreigners 
to do all that one would wish to see done, 
but the fact that we cannot do everything 
is surely no reason why we should do 
nothing! It is a very common_fallacy 
with people to reason in this way, “Suppose 
we save ten thousand lives while several 
hundreds of thousands die, the result of 
our work is hardly appreciable!” I sub- 
mit that in estimating the result of our 
work in such an undertaking as this, we 
have nothing whatever to do with those 
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lives which aro not saved. Whether the ; 
number of people who die in spite of us 
‘are few or many, the fact remains that a 
given number of lives have been saved. | 
‘The question is, was it worth whileto make | 
fort to accomplish that which has been 
accomplished? ‘The Peking Missionaries in | 
their’ appeal estimate the cost of saving a | 
single life through the whole course of the | 
famine at ten dollars, I believe, and it is! 
the opinion of others who know more about 
ié than I do, that if thoy had said jive | 
dollars they would have been nearer th 
mark—rather over than under it. We may 





safely calculate that every five dollars, or | 
every guinea, subscribed represents a life | 
preserved. is a life worth that? Is it: 
worth while, or is it not, to do all in our 
power to give ourselves, and to induce 
Bikers to give, for the purpose of rescuing 
our follow-men from the horrors of death | 
by starvation, when it can be accomplished at 
80 trifling a cost? ‘There is one other point 
which deserves our consideration. I have 
heard it said more than once, that probably 
the difference between the action taken by | 
the Chinese authorities this year, and that | 
taken by them last year, is to large ex- | 
tent to be accounted ‘for by the example | 
set them by foreigners. Foreigners have 
stirred them up to an honourable rivalry in | 
well-doing. I exceedingly dislike every- | 
thing which savours of self-glorification . 
and the depreciation of the Chinese, but I 
cannot help thinking that this is ‘an un- 

juestionable fact. So much was done as 

@ effect of example last year. Is there 
anything now more likely to shame the 
ofiicials whom the Chinese themselves 
acouse of wishing to enrich themselves 
out of the funds entrusted to them for 
distribution, than the sight of men work- 
ing energetically in the administration of | 
charity with no private ends in view, but 
prompted purely by a spirit of disinter- 
ested benevolence, and representing others 
who from a distance furnish them with the | 
means of carrying on their work! I feel 
sure that example may do much to sa 
the suiferers from the unprixeipled dis- 
honesty of those to whom they have a right 
to look for help, and that, therefore, what- 
over money foreigners cotitribute, will not 
only represent the food that it will actually 
purchase, but will also conduce to a more 
equitable distribution of other monies with 
which foreigners have nothing to do. 

T must apologize for the length at which 
I have addressed you ; the importance of 
the subject must be my excuse. T will 
conclude with a single suggestion. It may 
bo impossible to look for as much hel 
from 

















juropeans resident in the East this 
year as was given last, but will those who 
are interested in tho question endeavour 
to bring it before the notice of their friends 
in Amorica or in Europe? Arrangements 
will shortly be made whereby any sums, 
however small, may be paid to treasurers 
acting in America and in England, and 
although money thus contributed will not 
be available for immediate use, there will 
be abundant opportunities of using it when 
it arrives, inasmuch as the area in which 
the distress is felt will continue to increase 
from the present time until the summer of 
next year.

THE HANGCHOW SEA WALL. j 

EXTRACTS FROM A REPORT BY MAJOR 

EDWARDS, R. 

(Read before the Asiatic Society 5th August, 

1864.) 

‘The sea wall commences half a mile to the ‘ 
south of the South-east gate of Hang-chow, 

and along the bank of the river Tsiea-tang, |

Y | a bore or wave varying in height, but gener- 


ally 4 or 5 feet, which passes up the estuary 
at the rate of 12 or 15 miles an hour, breaking 
with great force against the sea wall. Ina 
few seconds the tide rises four or five feet. 
At certain times of the year, about the 8th of 
the 8th moon, the people from the neighbour- 
hood of Soochow aud other places come to 
feo the bore, which is reported to flow in at 
this time with very grt loee. 

‘The wall from Hang-chow to Tien-shan is 
constructed to keep out the sea at high water,

rounding “country. Spring tides here rise 
About a foot above the ‘surroundin ‘country ; 
the level of which is considerably higher than. 
that of the country around Shanghai, as is 
shown by water runuing down ‘into the 
Hwaug-poo river. 

‘The rise and fall of the tide near Kan-ptt is 
40 feet, whereas at Woosung itis only 18 feet. 
Consequently the water rives 124 feeb higher 
at the head of Hang-chow Bay thau at ‘Woo.

bed of the river Tsieu-tang. As the tide at 
the head of the estuary rises at least to the 
same height that it does at the mouth near 
Kau-pit, it follows that bigh water mark there 

194 feet higher than at the month of the 

Hwang-poo river at Woosung. However at 
Woosung the tide does not rise to within two 
feet of the level of the country, whereas at 
Hang-chow it rises one foot above it, From 
this we deduce the level of the country at 
Hang-chow to be 13} feet above that of the 
‘country at Woosung, the distance between the 
tivo points being about 96 miles. 
' ‘The wall is 6 feet thick at the top, and 12 
feet at the bottom, having the same slope 
front aud rear, and’is in most places about 
20 foot high. "It is built of limestone quarried 
near Shaou-hing on the opposite side of the 
bay. The stone in very hard and durable, and 
is cut into pieces about four fect in length 
and one foot in width and depth. It is built 
on a foundation of piles and backed up with 
earth 40 feet in thickness, ‘To proserve the 
wall from the effects of the sea and currents, 
bank built with earth and fascines and piled 
in front has been formed in many places 
front of the masonry wall. 

Within #) ea wall is an interior bund of 
earth ata distarce of from a few hundred 
yards to one milo from it, This bas existed 
generally throughout, but between Hang-chow 
and Haining it does ‘not appear to have been 
kept in repair for a very long time, and for a 
considerable distance no traces of it are left, 

From Hai-ning to Tiew-shan it is in good 
repair. 

‘The country in the vicinity of this wall has 
been occupied by the rebels for the last four 
et’ and it-is owing to their not having 

opt it in repair that great portions of it have 
been destroyed. The part most seriously 
affected is that in the neighbourhood of Hai 
ning. Towards tho cast it-is partially 
stroyed for six miles. There are many gaps in 
it some 500 and 600 yards in longth. Here 
the water from the estuary is prevented from 
getting into the creeks by the inner bund, 
which is now unbroken, and no pains should 
be spared to maintain it 

‘To the westward of Hai-ning towards Hang- 
chow the wall is not materially dai for 
the first 5 miles, but there area few small 
gaps. Paming along still to the westward, 
the next 4 miles present a series of gaps of 
400 to 500 yards in length. Immediately be- 

nd we caine upon a break of not less than 
000 yards in length where the wall has been 
completely obliterated. Beyond this, however, 
there are only afew small breaks of minor 
importanee, It is from this large gap of 2,000 
yards and in those immediately preceding it, 
that the water now finds its way into the 
creeks, and inundates at high water come 60

Their Majesties reached the Ex- 
hibition buildings at 9 a.m., aud were re- 
ceived by the Ministers and’ the officers of 
the Exhibition Bureau. Amongst tliose present

Shortly before 5 p.m. the Imperial 
party left the grounds, and returned to Aka- 
saka, Shortly afterwards the whole of the 
officers of the Exhibition, and the agents from 
each fu and ken, were entertained with saké 
and ‘fish in honour of the visit. After the 
departure of the Mikado, the grounds were 
thrown open to tho general public, and at 
dusk were illuminated with many thousands 
of lanterns. ‘The illuminations were most 
successful, and the fout ensemble was charming. 
‘The Japanese seem to have a natural faculty 
for orgausing these ad fresco entertainments, 
and thee officers of the Exhibition Bureau are 
highly to be complimented on the unqualified 
success of their efforts. During the evening 
the bands of the Army and Navy played 
alternately selections of foreign music. 
It is wonderful the proficiency which the 
musicians of both these bands have attained, 
and only those who know the trouble entailed 
in'reaching this result can do justice to the 
exertions of their instructors. It would be 
incorrect to say that the music was rondered 
faultlessly, but it afforded great pleasure to 
all who heard it.
